DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' amendment filed December 13, 2010 is acknowledged. 
Claims 9, 1 3, 1 5-1 8 and 22 are deleted. Claims 1 , 4-5, 7, 1 0-1 2, 1 4 and 1 9- 
21 are amended. Now, Claims 1-8, 10-12, 14, 19-21 and 23-24 are 
pending. 

2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 1 02 and 1 03 in the previous Office 
Action (Paper No. 20101009) is/are removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -8, 10-12,14,1 9-21 and 23-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) 

over the closest reference: Nagaoka (US 5 378 406). 

Nagaoka discloses a polyorganosiloxane composition comprising 
components A) to D). (col. 2, line 29 to col. 3, line 15). Component A) is a 
polydiorganosiloxane end-capped with silanol or alkoxy groups, (col. 3, 
lines 23-33) Component B) is an alkoxysilane, etc. (col. 4, line 4 to col. 5,

line 50 and Examples) Component D) is a bis(3-pyridylthio-1 -oxide) zinc 
salt. (col. 6, lines 58-65) The composition can further contain fillers such as 
calcium carbonate and iron oxide, (col. 7, lines 27-57) However, Nagaoka 
does not teach or fairly suggest the presently claimed composition 
containing a source of iron (II) ions in combination with the specific amount 
of bis(2-pyridylthio-1 -oxide) zinc salt. Especially, Applicants demonstrate 
the criticality of the specific amount of the bis(2-pyridylthio-1 -oxide) zinc salt 
in Examples. Applicants' argument in Remarks is persuasive.
